manager of the Los Angeles Union 
Terminal Company. This decision 
was made at a meeting of the execu- 
tive committee, composed of R. C. 
Gillis, chairman, Gerald Fitz-Gerald, 
Dockweller, George I. 
Cochran, held yesterday, and con- 
tracts for the erection of the new 
building were awarded to the Wurs- 
ter Construction Company. John 
Parkinson is the architect. 

The site adjoins the building now 
occupied by Bishop & Co., with a 
frontage of 100 feet on East Seventh 
street and a depth of 600 feet, giv- 
ing a total floor space of 460,000 
square feet. In design and ggg caf 


tion the building will closely re- 
semble the present structures. Speci- 
fications call for the use of 30,000 
yards of concrete, 2000 tons of steel, 
and 60,000 square feet of steel sash 
and window glas Nine electric 
elevators will be installed, also an 
automatic fire sprinkling system and 
conveying chutes from the top floor 
to the lower floors.

The census figures this year will:
